nin, unleſs it become our Faculty and daily Trade, and if 
perſons bungle in their Calling, they loſe credit, and com- 
fort, and cuſtom, and profit, and all, and turn Bankrupts 
n Religion ; fo as we have necd to ſtudy this Myſtery {e- 
noully, and praQtiſe it ſedulouſly, for it is by thoſe that 
have experienced it a hard work to die both in the body, 
and out of the body. 

Nevertheleſs it is feaſible, elſe it had never been given us 
in precept, or purchaſe, or pattern, no doubt that which 
ws done by Chriſt, and S. Paul, and many others their 
ſucceeding Diſciples may in proportion be done by us,it we 
reblvedly ſet abour it. 

Let megive you ſome Incentives by way of confidera- 
non. 

1.He that dies daily, can on no day dic ſuddenly. Iconfi- 
dr, that man is ſure that he ſhall not dic ſuddenly ; and 
therefore if Heaven be worth ſecuring, it were fit that we 
ſhould reckon every day the Veſpers of Death,and therefore 
that according to the Rites of Grace, the day be begun 
and ſpent with Religious Offices. And if uncertainty of 
condition be an abatement of felicity, and ſpoils the good 
we poſſeſs, no man can be happy that doth not ſecure his 
katy by an habitual and living piety ; for ſince God hath 
gt told us when or where, or by what means we ſhall 
ke; isit not certain he intended we ſhould be daily ready 
fur that whereof we are in jeopardy every hour ? Awiſe 
man therefore ſuppolerh himſelf always upon his Death- 


ted; and ſuch a ſuppoſition is like making of his will, he -- 


8not the nearer death for doing it, but is the readier for it 
Ven it comes ; and he that da:y dies, bequeaths his Soul 
wood; his Body to the earth, and his Goods to the uſes of 
kghteoulnels, HolineG and Charity ; S. Ferom faid well, 
He deſerves not the name of a Chriſtian, who lrves in ſuch 4 
tate, in which he would not die. And indeed it is 2 great 
*nture to he 1n an evil ſtare of life, becauſe every day 
ad minute of it hath a danger ; and therefore fuch a ſac- 
ceſſhon 
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ceſhon of Aftions, in every one of which he may as well 
periſh as eſcape, 1s a fooliſh boldneſs wherein there js 
no mixture of wiſdom, or pious forecaſt. 

2. There is great gainin dying forſuch as by frequent 

exerciſe are got skilled init. Fob tells us of ſome that die 
without wildom ; certainly, they that never learn'd of 
God to number their days, are to be numbered am 
thoſe Ignorants ; the Learned in this Arithmetick reckon 
their days not by multiplication, but by ſubſtraQion, þ 
much for God, for Heaven, tor Chriſt, tor Soul, and forthe 
Eternity, as that the leaſt part of time, if any, belongs 
this life. There is a time to be born, and a time to die, 
the Preacher ; but he allows no term for this life. Forys 
ſoon as a man is born, that which in nature only remains 
to him, is to die ; andit is a wonder, ſince all the Records 
of Scripture urge the certainty of death, the uncertainty 
of its day, the horror of the day of Judgment, the ſoye- 
rity of -God, the diſſolution of the world, the n 
of our laſt account ; and from all theſe premiſes the Spirt 
of God makes no other Inference, but that we wateh and 
be ſober, and ſtand in a readineſs, that welive in all hol 
converſation and godlineſs, that we repent and turn to Gal 
that we try and examine whether we are in the faith, that 
we work out our Salvation, and make our CallingandE 
leon ſure. And the Dottrines, and Rules, and Office, 
and AQts of Preparation are every where interſperſ&d in 
Holy Scripture, yet this among the reſt which 1s indeed 
the Epitome of all, To aze dazly, is looked on as a Ridds, 
and Paradox,rarely received into the Faith and PraQticed 
Men, called Chriſtians , only ſome choice Souls hit oh 
and to ſuch, 7o live is Chriſt, and to die is pain. And 
have ſeen the vaſt difterence of managing death, whe 
ſome inexpert perſons have been called to it, and the mot 
experienced have been brought forth as Champions 
Chriit on the ſtage of the Death-bed. Ir muſt needs com 
from this dilcriminating Character, ſome with Paul 
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died fo oft, that they are grown intimate with it, and aft 
it to the life like Facob; and are meetly furniſhed for their 
Tranſlation;as #zoch. And with Stephen firſt ſee the Hea- 
vens opened ; and then paſs in with inexpreſſible Joy and 
Raviſhment ; certainly ſuch have been much verſed in dy- 
ing whiles they lived, who die their laſt info lively anatl- 
lurance.
